CONTROLS CAN BE 
INFLATIONARY 
As April neared its end, the 
Office of Price Stabilization put 
into effect a new set of regula­ 
tions governing meat. It is hoped 
that they will help to stabilize 
meat prices and to prevent fur­ 
ther development of the beef 
shorings which have appeared in 
many heavily-populated areas. 
An organization* which rep­ 
resents a large number of meat 
packers issued a statement of 
fering the hope that the regula­ 
tions would be successful. Then

added: 
“ Unless 
these 
new 
regulations 
are 
enforced 
and 
work 
better 
than 
the 
freeze 
order has worked, 
more 
and 
more 
meat 
animals 
will 
be 
sneaked around the regular mar 
kets at the expense of law-abid- 
mg companies. This means that 
people able and willing to pay 
any price for meat will get it, 
hut the bulk of consumers who 
rely on the legitimate trade for 
neat will find supplies growing 
smaller.

BATTEN DORP BROTHERS FARM IS 
GOOD EXAMPLE OF WHAT CAN BE 
DONE IN SOIL CONSERVATION 


T he farm owned and operated 
by B attendorf B rothers of the 
"West Decatur Soil Conservation 
G roup is a good exam ple of the 
results of a good soil conserva­ 
tion program . They have shown 
on their farm west of Decatur 
how production can be brought 
back to a badly eroded farm . 


“When we first moved here 
we planted Sudan G rass and it 
got about knee high, turned yel­ 
low 
and 
made 
practically 
no 
grazing. 
Now we have Sudan 
shoulder high w ith a good green 
color. We cut it three tim es for 
hay last year.” 


The Battendorfs first terraced 
th e fields to stop erosion and to 
hold the plant foods as they 


built up the fertility level of the 
land. They began to build up the 
fertility 
level 
every 
way 
pos­ 
sible. First they started a pro­ 
gram of Vetch and Rye with 
heavy applications of phosphate 
every fall for winter cover and 
soil building. 
The Vetch was 
turned under green and followed 
by Sudan for sum m er grazing 
and hay. 


Along 
with 
this 
vegetative 
program they have applied all 
the m anure back on the land 
from their dairy herd. 


This program of terracing to 
stop soil losses, with Vetch and 
m anure to build it back, has 
proven th at conservation doesn’t 
cost but pays.

in 1936. The Colonel stated that 
he wished he could stay around 
for the real war, saying that 
W orld W ar I had only been a 
prelude, and th a t World W ar II 
was soon to come.

dying Colonel M itchell was that 
he wished th a t he knew how 
General Douglas M acA rthur had 
voted on the m ilitary court that 
had tried him. R eport now has it 
th a t General M acA rthur voted to 
acquit 
Colonel 
Billy 
Mitchell. 
However, 
General 
M acArthur 
obviously 
has 
never 
revealed 
how he voted. 


Congressman 
H e r l o n g , 
of 
Florida, has ju st placed in the 
Congressional Record an address 
by Dr. J. Ollie Edmunds, Presi­ 
dent of John B. Stetson U niver­ 
sity. In this speech, 
Dr. Ed­ 
munds quotes from the distin­ 
guished 
British analyst, w riter 
and 
com m entator, 
Lord 
Mac- 
auley. Lord M acauley was very 
distrustful of Am erican democ­ 
racy. W riting more than a hun­ 
dred years ago, he declared th at 
one of two things would happen: 
(I) 
E ither 
“some 
C aesar 
or 
Napoleon will seize the reins of 
government w ith a strong hand” 
or (2) “your Republic will be as 
fearfully plundered . . . by b ar­ 
barians of the tw entieth century 
as the Roman Em pire was in the 
fifth; With this difference . . ., 
the Huns and V andals who rav-1 
ished the Roman Em pire came 
from without . . . Your Huns 
and Vandals will have been en­ 
gendered 
within your own in­ 
stitutions.” 
Perhaps 
Congressmen 
should 
not dig up these dire predictions. 
Perhaps we should be optim ists 
and should seek 
to allay the 
fears and apprehensions of our 
countrym en. 
Assum ing 
momen­ 
tarily such a rule, let us repeat 
some history used several years 
ago on the subject of optimism. 
In 
1800, 
Archbishop 
W ilber­ 
force said, “ I dare not m arry. 
The future is so dark and un-1 


settled.” 
In 
1837 
Queen 
Ade­ 
laide of England stated, “ I have 
only one desire—to play the role 
of M arie Antoinette with bravery 
in the coming revolution.” Then 
in 1849 the great Prim e M inister 
of Britain, Disraeli, declared, “ In 
industry, 
commerce, 
and 
ag ri­ 
culture there is no hope.” 
In 
1851, ju st before his death, the 
Duke of W ellington rem arked, 
I thank God I will be spared 
from the consum m ation of ruin 
th a t is gathering around.” And 
in 
1875 
another g re a t 
Prim e 
M inister, 
William 
P itt, 
said, 
“There 
is 
scarcely 
anything 
around us but ruin and despair.” 
In H arper’s Weekly in October, 
1857, there appeared the follow­ 
ing: “ It is a gloomy mom ent in 
history. Not for many years— 
not in the lifetim e of most men 
who read this paper— has there 
been so much grave and deep 
apprehension; 
never 
has 
the 
future seemed so incalculable as 
a t this time. 
“In France the political cald­ 
ron seethes and bubbles w ith un­ 
certainty; Russia hangs as usual, 
like a cloud, dark and silent upon 
the horizon of Europe; while all 
the energies, resources and in­ 
fluences of the British Em pire 
are sorely tried, and are yet to 
be tried more sorely, in coping 
w ith the vast deadly Indian in­ 
surrection, and with its disturbed j 
relations in China. It is a solemn j 
moment, and no man can feel an 
indifference—which, happily, no 
man pretends to feel— in the is­ 
sue of events. 
“ Of our own troubles (in the 
United States) no man can see 
the end.” 
C ertainly all of these prophets 
and philosophers of doom in all 
the ages repudiate all Christian 
doctrine. If one searches he may 
find 
everywhere 
evidence 
that 
man 
grows better, not worse, 
and th a t civilization progresses. 
Such progress is in proportion j 
to our adherence to 
Christian 
ethics and principles. 
In the dark clouds of national 
and international discord there 
are m any silver linings. T, for 
one, 
believe 
we 
have 
enough 
faith, wisdom, and character to 
solve our problems and that to ­ 
morrow will be 
better than to­ 
day.

Sometimes a man who has 
been depending on anything but
